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645—240.4(154B) Examination requirements.   An applicant must pass the national examination and
Iowa jurisprudence examination to be eligible for licensure in Iowa.

240.4(1) To be eligible to take the national examination, the applicant shall:
a. Meet all requirements of subrule 240.2(1), paragraphs “a” to “c”; and
b. Provide official copies of academic transcripts sent directly from the school to the board of

psychology examiners.
240.4(2) Notification of an applicant’s eligibility for the examination shall be sent by the board office

to the testing service.
240.4(3) The EPPP passing score shall be utilized as the Iowa passing score.
240.4(4) The board of psychology examiners shall mail examination results to the applicant.
240.4(5) An applicant shall be required to pass a jurisprudence examination covering the Iowa law

and rules for psychology prior to being licensed in Iowa. A 70 percent score shall be required to pass
this examination.
